MYSTERY OF A HEART. 


1S IT. MONTROSE'S?: 280 
_ YEARS IN A CASKET. 


_ There has just been entrusted to 
the care: of Captain H. 5: Whealy- 
Crowe, governor-genera) of the 
Royal Stuart'Society and president 
of the Royal Martyr Church Gniva, 
for final identification, what is be- 
lieved to.be the embalmed heart of 
the great’ Marquess of Montrose. 

. Montrose, after the final defeat 
‘of his efforts to regain Scotland for 
the Stuarts, was captured by his 
Covenanting enemies and hanged as 
a traitor at Edinburgh on May 21, 
1050, A_-little. casket wax \made 
from the blade of Montroae’s sword, 
and in this .the heart was placed 
after embalmitig. . 
The relic, according ‘to Captain 
Whently-Crowe,. remnined safe on 
the Continent unti}. the French Ro- 
volution, when it was brought back 
to this country by 4 member of she 
Campbell-Johnaton famity—a direct 
wuncestor, of the late Mr, Christo- 
pher Perkins, J.P., of Swansea. 

A casket, together with an. outer 
cover of gold filigree, was discover- 
ed in a. Dutch collection and bought 
for the fifth ‘Lord Napier, who 
understood it to be the former re- 
ceptacle of the heart. and bequeath- 
ed it to his daughter, Mrs, John- 
ston, of Cnirnaniloch. 

During her husband’s service in 
Indian this case was stolen and 
bought"by the Nabob-of Arcot who 
restored it Jater, however, to the 
Johnstons when’a son of the family 
saved hia life. On their way home 
through France in 1792, ‘fearing 
that the Revolutionary Government 
would confiscate it, the Johnstons 
entrusted the cnse for safe keeping

comfort.. But still, it was sate, 
and people could get their dip. 


Wo are quite sure that of all this 
the higher officials knew ’ nothing.

‘ Brussels, March’ ‘12.—Miis Annio 
an‘ English woman 
teachor ‘who sorved the British In- 
telligence Service in Belgium dur- 
ing the war, dicd-in Brussels on 
Saturday at the age of 67. It was 
not until] to-day. however, that tho 
newa of her. doath beenme. known. 
Mina Soott-Jamea tnmo to. Belgium 
several yours before, the war as a 
teacher of English. When hostili- 
ties broke oftt she put herself, at 
the disposal of the Allied Armies. 
Sho. sheltered many British soldiers 
after the retirement from Char- 
jeroi, and helned them to cross the 


| Dutch frontier, 


In addition she used to carry 
avyitten of AGAR. to the frontier, 
and was clover at hiding them from 
the Gormait patico. Duning the 
war her Jadgings wero - searched 
several times by the Gormans, wha 
hidped to find ovidence which would 
fond ‘to her conviction and execu- 
tion as was the case. with’ Nurse 
Cavell, Once she was imprisoned, 
but was released for lack of proof, 

For the services she had rendered 
to the cause of, the, Allied Armics 
Miss Scott-James was warded two 
After the war she ‘re- 
sumed her/ teaching. 


Porsonally Led to Safety, 


Mr. R.A. Soott-James, Miss 
Scatt:\James’s brother, who lives in 
Tondon, and who himself served in. 
the. war, atnted that his sister was 
mentioned in. degpatches by Sir.

‘distinguished services in: the field.’ 
British soldiers escaping from the 
prison camps near Bruseels would 
ho mot by his sister, givon peasant’, 8 
reas, and hidden until. tho time 
was propitious.

Mr, Soott-James has in hie por 
session the letter sont by Mr, Win- 
ston Churchill, when Secretary for 
War, conve ing the King’s appre- 
ciation of her work.

A, Scott-James’ was mentioned in 
a despatch from Fio}d-Marsha] Sir 
Douglas Haig dated November 8, 
1918, for gallant and’ distinguished 
services in the fiold. .
